its price will be taken to-inorrow when 
President Wilson iasnes a proclama- 
tion ptadng all bakeries under gov- 
ernment licenae Dec. 10 and subject- 
ing them to food administration rules 
preacribing ingredients and weight of 
kMvee. 

Prices will not be fixed but with 
the etandardization it is expected that 
mturalcompetitkmand simplification 
of distribntkM will force down pncea 
to seven or eigllt esola. The feriters 
produce about 49 per cent 'Of the 
country's bread. 

Fancy breads will be eliminated 
and tbe multitude of sites now pro- 
dnced wfll be reduced tnfburwith 
standard ingredients. The weights 
will l>e one, one and a half, two and 
four pounda. Tbe loaves will have a 
crease in the middle to permit tfieir 
sale in nalvea. 

In baking, only three pounds of 
sugar will be aUowcd for a barrel of 
flour, instetd of an Average of aix 
pounds now used, and two pounds of 
vegetable oil shortening must be used, 
instead of six pounds of lard or oil. 

The food administration expects to 
save 100,000,000 pounda af sugar and 
the same amount of lard in this way. 
Bakers may use only skimmed millc, 
for bread and rolls will te permitted 
only if made in standard sizea and of 
regulation bread dough.

Long strides are being taken by 
the bsolsgi^l depnrtaient of Prinoe- 
ton naimsity to obtain light with- 
out heat, ssy^ the Electrical Kiperi 
inciiter. If the discovery ftilly real' 
izes its expectations it will doubUsea 
revolutiorii^ie modern lighting. 

Profs. Kdwin Conklin, Ulric Dahl- 
pi'cii ami Edmund N. Harvey are 
working on luminous animals in an 
attempt to fktbom the cnnse of their 
lumiiionity, which ia r>0 per rent 
light. Modern electru- light pro- 
duces only from 2 to 3 per c(>nt light, 
the rest being wasted in heat. 

Profeosor Harvey obtained • con- 
siiieniMc iiiiantity of tlie luitilnoiii* 
material from small fish found in 
Japan. He haa partly anal}'^ the 
snbstance, finding that like the prt>- 
teids of the living bodies it can be 
kept for vearR by ilryiiig it aud seiil- 
iiig it in vacuum tubes. Whui lo- 
lessed, moistened and aipond ta 
oTvgen it 'will light into a cIhTi 
bluish phosphorescent flame. 

The substance is very powerful, as 
it is still visible when one part of it 
is dilated ia 1,700,000 puli ol 
water.
